LANSING-ISHII AGREEMENT 
SCRAPPED IN VIEW OF SOME 
ARMS PARLEY DELEGATES 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19. 
HE Lansing-Ishii agreement, 
Ts the terms of which, ac- 
cording to the Japanese con- 
tention, the United States recog- 
nized Japan's superior interest in 
China, has been scrapped, in the 
view of some arms conference 
delegates, by the action yester- 
day of the Far Eastern commit- 
tee in adopting the “open door’ 

resolution, 

One of the delegates today ex- 
pressed the belief that this ac- 
tion amounted to a return to the 
old open door policy of John 
Hay, which absolutely disclaimed ° 
the superior right of any power 
to a special position in any part 
of China.

AN ALL-CANADIAN 
WATERWAY 10 Tht 
SEA IS PROPOSED 


Alternative Project to the 
St. Lawrence’ Ship Canal 
Plan Is Put Forth as Hav- 
ing Many Advantages. 


By the Associated Press. 

OTTAWA, Jan. 19.—While the 
project to providé a great internation- 
al channel for ocean-going ships by 
improving the St. Lawrence River to 
the Great Lakes is being studied by 
the Governments of the United States 
and Canada, proponents of an alter- 
native plan, the proposed Ottawa and 
Georgian Bay canal, are sceking to 
enlist support for their ‘all-Canadi- 
an” waterway. 

Advantages claimed for this route 
over the St. Lawrence ship channel 
include its position entirely within 
Canadian territory, its immunity 
from the storm hazards of the lakes, 
and the saving it offers in mileage. 

According to reports of the Cana- 
dian Government engineers who have 
made an exhaustive study of the sub- 
ject, the Ottawa and Georgian Bay 
canal scheme is practicable. As sur- 
veyed, the canal would follow the St. 
Lawrence from Montrealtothe junc- 
tion of the Ottawa and St. Lawrence 
Rivers, then the Ottawa would be 
followed to Mattawa, and Lake Nipis- 
sing and the French -River would 
provide outlet from the Ottawa Riv- 
er to Georgian Bay and Lake 
Huron. 

Length of 440 Miles. 

The length of the canal.would be 
440 miles, with a total lockage of 
758 feet, the number of locks being 
27, with lifts ranging from five to 50 
feet. The size of locks would be uni- 
formiy 650 feet in length, 65 feet 
clear width and 22 feet depth. Twen- 
ty-two feet would be the minimum 
depth on the entire length of the wa- 
terway. This waterway would con- 
sist of 29 riles of canal proper, 66 
miles of improved river navigation, 


and 246 miles of river and lake, vary- 
ing in width from 300 feet to haw a 
mile.

It is well known that prohibition has 
not interfered very much with the habits 
of the rich. The one class oppressed by 
prohibition is the laboring people of the 
cities. They are compelled to pay ex- 
tortionate prices ,for wretched substi- 
tutes. They feel, and justly, that undér 
prohibition they are discriminated 
against. The result is that, slowly but 
surely a second class antagonism is de- 
veloping. 

I am aware that Mr. Wheeler will 
laugh away the statements of fact pre- 
sented here, as well as the inferences. 
And everyone knows that the newspa- 
pers, mostly, treat prohibition as a joke, 
But prohibition is not a joke, nor is the 
violation of the prohibition law a joke. 
Neither is the effort to effect enforce- 
ment of prohibition a joke. The whole 
experiment is, in my judgment, heading 
for a tragedy.

[I have not seen any estimates of late on what 
it has cost us in trade with Russia not to agree 
with the way she is governed, but the ficures 
must be by this time enough to make us won- 
der if we can really afford to be so critical 
of the way in which other people run their 
country. 

“In the case of Mexico the damage to trade 
is even greater. Certainly she is not going 
to trade with us if her contracts cannot be 
enforced in our courts. She is Outlawed as 
a buyer by such a decision, which seems to be 
visiting a pretty heavy penalty upon ourselves 
for not being able to indorse the Obregon 
government. 

“A man sitting down here fn the middle of 
the Ozarks cannot be sure that he sees this 
sort of thing as understandingly as he would 
like to see it, but I wish I could feel a little 
better about it than I do. It looks to me as 
if we were s0 doggoned stiff-necked about 
other peoples’ governments that we are about 
to come something of a cropper.

“Every man loves a girl for what 
she is,” Dr. Bigelow told me in a 
prompt-to-the-minute interview with 
him. “But’—and a long finger was 
tapped emphatically on the table— 
“every woman has fears for a girl. 
The tendency of human nature 
should be optimistic, but the woman 
is always more or less suspicious of 
the girl. She is afraid she is going 
to do wrong or be led into wrong 
somewhere or somehow. The girl 
wants to be trusted for herself and 
she knows she is worthy of that 
trust.” 

Dr. Bigelow’s keen eyes met mine. 
I nodded approvaJl—naturally. He 
continued: 

“A good many people have told us 
that fear is the greatest injury to 
human beings. If one could live in 
a life of perfect love that would cast 
out fear how easy it would be for 
all of us human beings to be better 
than we are. It is the devilish sus- 
picion that first gives impetus to the 
bad, and the woman has a hundred 
to one suspicions for the girl to what 
has the man. That is why she is 
further from the spirit of the girl.” 

Again the finger was pointed em- 
phatically at me.’ “ 

“The elderly woman of today 
thinks all men are devils. Asa mat- 
ter of fact the man of today is clean- 
er and morally finer than the wom- 
an. It is because he is frank. But 
our girls are gradually becoming 
more natural. The frank, athletic 
girl of today has less to fear from 
a man than the quiet, shrinking vio- 
let type. The man will recognize her 
at once as fearless and daring. He 
will treat her as a pal.”’ 

“I hope what I say will not anger 
any mother or chaperon of girls,” 
he reflected, smiling. “I trust it will 
make her pause and self-examine 
her own mind and find whether she 
has tried, not so much to bring the 
girl into her mental world, but to go 
over for a time into the girl’s world 
and find out what is her viewpoint. 

“Fathers and sons are naturally 

pals.” Dr. Bigelow voiced a well- 
known fact. “The father may de- 
plore the son’s idiosyncratic tenden- 
cies in an entirely different direction, 
‘but he is never so eager to have that 
boy do just as he has done. But the 
mother is generally so self centered, 
so thoroughly proud of her own at- 
tainments and her own high point of 
view in life that she seems to have 
more difficulty than does the man in 
thinking that there can be excellen- 
cies along other lines. There can be 
@ girlhood different from that which 
the mother has forgotten, alas, but 
which would be equally good. | 
_ “It’s not so much what the mod- 
‘erm girl does. It’s not so much the 
question of dress. I admire the sen- 
sible dress of the girl of today. Yes, 
I like the short, boyish bobbed hair 
on some girls. These things are a 
shock to fashion, not to the moral 
sense. If a girl should suddenly ap- 
pear on lifth avenue dressed-in the 
long, sweeping skirt of yesteryear, 
wouldn’t we be shocked? Of course, 
we would.”

“But the average woman does not 
understand girls. I know so because 
hundreds of girls have told me so. l 
do not know that 1 ever would have 
discovered the fact if it had not been 
for my almost quarter century intl- 
mate acquaintance with girls in the 
unique position of a man chaperon. 
One cannot be on intimate and 
friendly terms with girls very long 
before they will repeatedly lament 
the fact that they are misunderstood 
by certain teachers and chaperons 
and very frequently a girl is misun- 
derstood by her mother. The girl 
does not care whether she is misun- 
derstood by a boy. The average 
young girl looks upon a boy as a 
joke, as another sort of species of 
animal. I have never yet heard a girl 
say that she was misunderstood by a 
man, especially by her father. 

“The finest championship in this 
world,’’ declared Dr. Bigelow, “is be- 
tween an elderly man and a young 
girl There are all the charms of 
contrast, but more than that there 
are the keen intuitive reading and 
understanding of the girl by the 
man, and of the man by the girl, 
that make one of the loveliest of all 
human relations. 1 wish we could 
have more men teachers for girls 
and more to have care of them, 
especially in their outdoor activities, 
and, incidentally, let me say the re- 
verse is also true. The boy needs 
the refining feminine guidance of 
mother or woman teacher.”’ 

Dr. Bigelow went on to say that 
the main thing necessary toward the 
development of the girl is frankness; 
frankness with her parents and with 
her friends. 

“The frank girl of today will make 
the perfect mother of tomorrow. 
She will better understand her 
daughter. Why, I remember when 
l was a boy—and that was long be- 
fore your time—when @ gir] first ap- 
peared on a bicycle. Every one was 
shocked. People raised their hands 
in horror and thought, how immod- 
est. Now, what have we today? The 
girl rides her horse astride. We are 
getting used to that. She is wear- 
ing knickerbockers for hikes. We 
are getting used to that. They are 
only fashion shocks. The girl of to- 
day is getting nearer perfection. We 
are gradually getting on a franker 
basis. 

“But the average woman of today 
does not understand girls.” Dr. Bige- 
low summed up in conclusion. ‘‘Most 
people will agree with my slogan 
that girls are the loveliest of all 
God's creations. ‘Yes, they are de- 
lightful, and I am glad I was a lit- 
tle girl,’ exclaimed a woman recent- 
ly, ‘and I like your high compli- 
ment.’
